But  let  us  not  overlook  that  most  important 
category,  the  campus  characters,  the  guys  who  add  a  little  color  to 
college  life  while  giving  you  a  few  chuckles;  yes,  the  Class  of  '50  has  been 
blessed  with  these  also.  It  is  this  balance  which  makes  our  class  an  out- 
standing one,  and  will  continue  to  make  it  outstanding  as  we  surmount 
that  last  academic  obstacle,  Senlordom,  and  take  our  place  in  the  society 
of  our  present-day  world. 

And  so  it  is  with  eager  anticipation  that  we  willingly  surrender  our  posi- 
tions here  at  h^ampde^-Sydney  to  assume  that  most  coveted  role  of 
Seniors.  May  the  future  (and  the  Faculty)  deal  more  kindly  with  our  en- 
rollment.

SOPHOMORE   CLASS  HISTORY 


September  13,  1948.  The  long  awaited  hour  had  at  last  arrived. 
Memories  forced  us  of  the  Class  of  '5  I  to  feel  somewhat  sympathetic 
as  we  focused  our  critical  eye  on  the  numerous  prospectively  gross  Fresh- 
men. Approximately  one  year  earlier  was  a  date  perhaps  to  be  remem- 
bered but  now  forgotten  as  we  Imagined  our  favorite  target  for  oppres- 
sion obviously  uneasy  under  the  influence  of  a  diminutive  gray  cap.  Pos- 
sibly a  few  of  us  wished  no  part  as  tormentors,  but  for  the  majority  the 
role  of  Sophomore  was  Ideal. 

While  examining  the  competency  of  the  new  men,  our  attention  ab- 
ruptly passed  to  our  own  Freshman  Class  of  old.  Day  by  day,  we  discov- 
ered each  time  with  disappointment  that  another  from  our  ranks  had 
failed  to  return.  At  first  for  a  few  the  missing  faces  somewhat  blighted 
the  occasion,  but  after  several  slow  weeks  had  passed,  the  reduction  in 
size  seemed  an  incentive  in  drawing  together  the  Class  of  '51. 

For  several  years  due  to  abnormal  conditions,  classes  of  unusual  size 
had  begun  four  years  of  college,  but  now  the  trend  was  back  to  normal. 
A  group  of  Freshmen  representing  new  blood  matriculated,  and  an  ac- 
comodating Sophomore  Class  aided  in  their  guidance.  Well-supported 
teams  arrayed  In  the  Garnet  and  Gray  won  consistently  on  the  gridiron 
and  hardwood.  These  stimuli  certainly  the  upholding,  if  not  surpassing, 
of  the  well-known   hHampden-Sydney  spirit  of  years   before. 

As  the  final  months  draw  quickly  to  a  xlose  we,  the  Class  of  '51,  feel 
perhaps  overly  important.  We  find  ourselves  In  a  new  world  more  deeply 
conscious  of  the  value  of  upright  character.  We  feel  that  now  as  men  we 
should  be  prepared  to  take  our  places  upon  the  pedestal,  where  as  Juniors 
accepting  responsibility  with  intelligence  and  sincerity,  we  must  stand  as 
an  example  to  those  who  follow.

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FRESHMAN  CLASS  HISTORY 

Many,  many  Freshman  classes  have  come  to  Hampden-Sydney  In  the 
past  years,  but  none  have  been  more  subject  to  the  confusion  and 
strangeness  of  college  life  than  the  class  of  '52.  After  the  first  few  nights 
of  orientation  and  a  great  deal  of  advice  from  omniscient  upperclassmen, 
the  future  "rulers  of  the  world"  gradually  began  to  slip  Into  the  routine 
and  to  feel  like  a  part  of  the  institution. 

An  atmosphere  of  trusting  gullibility  and  conscientiousness  pervaded 
the  newly-arrived  aspirants,  who  summoned  all  the  forces  of  their 
will  power  and  determination  in  order  to  "keepoff  the  grass,"  "sound 
off,"  and  perform  any  other  quaint  duties  thought  up  by  their  lords  and 
masters  of  the  upper  classes.

heretofore  forbidden  territory  of  Farmvllle. 

In  the  few  hours  that  weren't  spent  In  tedious  study,  the  members  of 
the  Freshman  class  took  part  in  a  variety  of  extracurricular  activities. 
Future  Journalists,  literary  men,  and  musicians  took  to  their  respective 
organizations,  while  those  interested  in  the  realm  of  sports  made  their  bid 
for  positions  on  the  varsity  squads.  The  spirit  of  enthusiastic  optimism 
displayed  by  the  class  refused  to  be  discouraged  by  the  unfortunate  de- 
feats of  previous  years,  and  whole-hearted  support  was  given  to  the  mem- 
bers of  varsity  squads,  who  turned  out  some  of  the  finest  teams  in  hlamp- 
den-Sydney's  history. 

With  high,  ambitious  hopes,  the  class  of  '52  looks  to  the  future  and 
what  it  may  hold  for  them  as  upperclassmen  and  eventually  as  profes- 
sional and  business  men  in  the  world  of  tomorrow.

In  the  year  1789,  in  September,  right  after  school  had  opened  for  that  year,  a  -group  of  students 
banded  together  to  form  what  is  now  the  second  oldest  literary  society  in  the  United  States.  This 
was  interrupted  only  during  the  Civil  War  and  the  Second  World  War,  other  than  that  the  organiza- 
tion has  met  continuously  for  the  past  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  years. 

The  organization  is  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  literary  and  forensic  work  among  the  students 
of  the  college.

Embarking  for  the  first  time  on  a 
course  which  should  prove  to  be  a  new 
era   of  football   at   hIampden-Sydney   in 


the  years  to  come,  the  Tigers  took  ad- 
vantage of  a  schedule  almost  completely 
within  their  own  class  to  come  out  of 
the    1948   campaign  in  enviable  fashion. 

Hampden-Sydney  gridders  won  six 
games,  lost  two  and  tied  one  during  the 
course  of  the  season,  thus  equalling  the 
all-time  season's  record  established  in 
1921.  The  Tigers  scored  181  points 
(just  three  shy  of  a  new  record),  captured 
the  Little  Six  title,  went  undefeated  in 
Mason-Dixon  competition  and  dealt  rival 
Randolph-Macon  a  stinging  20-6  defeat 
on  hHomecoming  Day.

pden-Sydney  to  its  first  winning  season 
since  1926.  Chewning  led  the  State  in 
scoring  with  78  points  for  nine  games 
and  was  voted  to  the  Little  All-America, 
Virginia  All-State  and  Little  All-Southern 
teams.  \-\e  was  honorable  mention  on 
the  United  Press  All-America  team,  run- 
ner-up as  the  most  valuable  player  among 
small  colleges  in  the  Southern  Conference 
area,  and  selected  to  play  in  the  Inaugural 
North-South  game  at  Miami,  Fla.  on 
Christmas  night. 

Guard  Walt  Bridges  received  honor- 
able mention  on  the  Virginia  All-State 
team.

The  1948  Baby  Tigers  could  not  quite  follow  the  example  of  the  Varsity  team,  but 
they  neveriheless  managed  to  bring  credit  to  themselves  with  a  two  won  and  four 
lost  record  for  the  yea"-. 

Greenbriar  Military  Academy  put  on  a  display  of  power  combined  with  excellent 
running  to  down  the  Jay-Vee's  13-0  in  the  first  game  of  the  season,  played  at  Death 
Valley.  The  Baby  Tigers  bounced  back  in  their  next  contest,  however,  edging  Victoria 
hHigh  School  19-13.  Rouzee,  Light,  and  Clary  scored  for  the  Jay-Vee's  with  Kostel 
kicking  the  extra  point.  Following  this  game  came  two  consecutive  whitewashings  by 
Petersburg  htigh  School  and  Fork  Union  Military  Academy,  by  scores  of  16-0  and 
19-0,  respectively.  Randolph-Macon's  Baby  Jackets  edged  out  a  13-6  victory  over 
their  traditional  rivals,  with  the  Icne  hHampden-Sydney  touchdown  coming  on  a  run 
of  about  45  yards  by  Hobson.

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Basketball  season;  a  time  of  the  year  dear  to 
every  Hampden-Sydney  student  was  anticipated 
in  1948  with  even  more  than  usual  relish.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  four  of  last  year's  start- 
ing five  returned  for  another  year  on  the  hard- 
wood, Captain  George  Bales  having  graduated. 
Also  since  in  1947-48,  Coach  Proctor's  club 
produced  a  very  respectable  I  1-9  record,  it  was 
reasonable  to  assume  that  this  record  might  be 
improved  on.  This  assumption  proved  to  be 
mere  than  justified  as  the  season  went  on.  Co- 
Captains  Bill  Balas  and  Amby  Vulgan,  Wyllys 
Taylor,  and  Jimmy  Hunt  were  the  returning 
regulars  from  last  year's  squad  but  the  other 
post  on  the  starting  team  was  held  down  by  a 
variety  of  players.  Capable  reserves,  always 
a  scarcity,  were  the  number  one  problem  on 
Coach  Proctors  list.  This  problem  was  solved  by 
the  presence  of  two  newcomers  and  the  marked 
Improvement  of  several  former  J.  V.  squad  mem- 
bers. The  newcomers  were  Dick  "Mouse"  Misen- 
helter  and  Maynard  Reynolds.  As  the  season 
wore  on  Bill  McLean  and  Chubby  Sharp  were 
invaluable  to  the  team. 

Coach  Proctor  unveiled  his  smooth  quintet  to 
an  appreciative  home  audience  early  in  Decem- 
ber with  Bridgewater  furnishing  the  opposition. 
The  Eagles  were  snowed  under  bv  a  63-43  count. 
Although  Bridgewater  boasted  its  best  team  in 
years,  they  were  no  match  for  the  Tiger  sharp- 
shooters. Scoring  honors  for  Hampden-Sydney 
were  divided  between  Balas,  Vulgan,  Reynolds, 
and  McLean.  The  next  game  was  sweet  revenge 
for  an  unusual,  to  say  the  least,  defeat  the 
Tigers  received  last  year  at  the  hands  of  Towson 
State  Teachers  College  of  Maryland.  That  was 
the  game  In  which  the  Bengals  were  forced  to 
finish  with  only  three  players.  This  time,  on  the 
nome  court,  Hampden-Sydney  poured  it  on  with 
a  smashing  71-52  victory.  Vulgan  and  Taylor 
were  the  number  one  thorns  in  the  Teacher's 
sides  with  eighteen  and  sixteen  points  respec- 
tively. Following  an  easy  77-29  victory  over 
■ihe  Union  Seminary,  Duke  University  loomed  up 
to  mar  the  Hampden-Sydney  victory  skein.  As 
usual,  the  Tigers  put  up  a  splendid  fight  but 
Duke's  two  team  system  finallv  wore  them  down 
and  the  Blue  Devils  came  out  with  a  hard  fought 
58-50  victory.  Bill  Balas  led  all  scorers  as  he  has 
for  the   past  three  years  in   Durham. 

Returning  to  state  competition,  the  Red  and 
Gray  cagers  turned  in  two  lopsided  victories 
over  Lynchburg  College  and  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia.  The  followinq  game  was  a 
'must"  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  schedule.  The 
opponent  was  Roanoke  College  defending  state 
champions  and  the  same  club  which  administered 
two  defea+s  to  Coach  Proctor's  charges  last 
year.  This  time  the  Tigers  were  diflnitely  "on" 
and   they  really  piled   it  on   giving  the   Maroons 


their  most  humiliating  home  court  defeat  in 
many  years.  Balas,  Taylor,  and  Vulgan  provided 
most  of  the  scoring  punch  in  the  58-39  victory. 
The  following  night,  Bridgewater  gave  the 
Bengals  the  scare  of  their  lives  forcing  them  to 
come  from  behind  for  a  45-41  triumph.  It  may 
be  noted  here  that  up  to  this  time  Bridgewater 
had  been  beated  only  twice,  both  defeats  doled 
out  by  Hampden-Sydney.  This  game  was  very 
costly  in  that  Co-Captain  Amby  Vulgan  received 
a  knee  injury  which  kept  him  out  of  many  con- 
tests. Continuing  In  tneir  winning  ways  on  the 
road,  the  Tigers  made  their  traditional  rival 
Randolph-Macon  the  next  victim.  The  Jackets 
were  never  in  the  ball  game  as  the  talented 
Bengals  led  by  Wyllys  Taylor  almost  doubled 
their  score  with  62-34  win.  This  game  marked 
Ihe  first  appearance  of  "Mouse"  MIselhelter  as 
a  starter  and  the  diminutive  freshman  guard 
showed  every  promise  of  becoming  one  of 
Death  Valley's  greatest  players.  Returning  home, 
the  Tigers  racked  up  another  Mason-Dixon  Con- 
ference win  with  a  69-41  triumph  over  V\/estern 
Maryland.  Taylor  continued  in  his  hot  streak 
and  pumped  in  eighteen  points  for  scoring 
honors.  The  next  contest  was  with  William  and 
Mary's  tall  Indians  who  boasted  the  nations  lead- 
ing scorer  in  Chet  Glermak  and  a  host  of  other 
stars.  Hampden-Sydney  sorely  missing  the 
talented  play  and  steadying  influence  of  Co- 
Captain  Vulgan,  went  down  In  defeat  67-56. 
Even  In  defeat  Coach  Proctor's  men  proved 
their  mettle  by  a  stirring  rally  in  the  final  ten 
minutes  which  had  the  Indians  tearing  their  hair. 
Maynard  Reynolds  topped  both  teams  in  scoring 
with  sixteen  markers. 
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The  day  after  the  post-examination  holidays, 
the  Tigers  came  up  against  their  arch  foes, 
University  of  Richmond  Spiders.  Pre-game 
publicity  in  the  Richmond  papers  had  already 
added  the  game  to  the  Spider's  victory  column 
but  from  the  looks  of  things  that  night,  the 
Tigers  had  not  had  much  rime  for  the  papers 
because  they  turned  the  tables  and  stung  the 
Spiders  with  a  59-47  defeat.  A  partisan  Death 
Valley  crowd  roared  with  approval  as  a  tight 
Bengal  defense  did  not  allow  the  visitors  a  field 
goal  for  the  first  eleven  minutes  of  the  game. 
Operating  like  a  veteran  in  the  pivot  shot,  Bill 
McLean  tore  the  nets  with  nineteen  points  to 
aid  the  Tiger  cause.  Four  nights  later  Coach 
Proctor  took  his  boys  to  the  Blues  Armory  in 
Richmond  to  meet  the  Spiders  again.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  hIampden-Sydney  had 
never  won  a  game  in  the  Armory,  and  local 
papers,  recognizing  this  fact,  had  again  taken 
the  Bengals  lightly.  They  were  again  disap- 
pointed as  Hampden-Sydney  won  out  in  a  thrill 
packed  contest,  60-57.  Bill  Balas  climaxed  his 
basketball  career  with  a  sensational  performance 
that  will  not  be  forgotten  by  the  two  thousand 
fans  who  jammed  the  Armory.  Aside  from 
collecting  twenty-two  points,  although  being 
guarded  by  two  men,  Balas  put  on  an  exhibition 
of  floor  work  and  passing  skill  which  proved  his 
right  to  the  All-State  position  he  holds.  How- 
ever it  was  Wyllys  Taylor  who  put  the  game  on 
ice  when,  with  the  score  tied  at  57-57,  he  put  in 
a  push  shot  from  the  corner  with  only  seconds 
left  to  play.  The  victory  was  especially  sweet 
since  Richmond  had  saved  its  best  brand  of 
ball  for  the  game,  but  the  best  was  not  good 
enough   for  the  Tigers  that  night. 

Fresh  from  these  stirring  victories,  the  Death 
Valley  boys  brought  their  seasons  record  up  to 
fourteen  victories  against  two  defeats  by  virtue 
of  three  home  contests.  Roanoke  College  had  the 
misfortune  to  hit  the  Bengals  on  one  of  their  best 
nights  and  the  Maroons  were  snowed  under  by 
a  71-43  score.  This  contest  sewed  up  the  "Litttle 
Six"  Championship  for  hlamoden-Sydney.  Fol- 
lov/ing  two  more  wins  at  the  expense  of  the 
Medical  College  and  Lynchburg  College,  the 
Tigers  journeyed  north  to  V/ashington  and  Balti- 
more to  take  on  two  Mason-Dixon  foes,  Gallau- 
det  and  Johns  Hopkins  University.  Due  to  ill- 
ness. Bill  Balas  was  left  at  home  and  his  absence 
was  noticeable  especially  in  the  Johns  Hopkins 
qame.  After  turning  in  an  easy  78-41  victory 
over  Gallaudet,  the  Tigers  were  pressed  to  the 
limit  to  eke  out  a  57-54  decision  over  Johns 
Hopkins,  after  blowing  a  huge  half-time  lead. 
Misenhelter  took  over  scoring  duties  from  his 
•fellow    townsman    Balas    and    led    all    scorers    in 
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both  games,  garnering  twenty-four  against  Gal- 
!audet  and  twenty  against  Johns  hHopkins. 

Inaugurating  their  final  home  stand,  the 
Tigers  treated  on  enormous  audience  to  one  of 
the  finest  displays  of  basketball  ever  put  on  by 
a  Hampden-Sydney  team.  Unleashing  a  brilliant 
scoring  punch  and  demonstrating  the  virtues  of 
fine  teamwork  and  spirit  the  Bengals  upset  a 
high-favored  V.  P.  I.  team  by  a  score  of  64-58. 
This  victory  was  all  the  more  remarkable  when  it 
was  realized  that  two  of  the  Tiger  starters  were 
playing  with  injuries  which  would  have  benched 
lesser  men.  Bill  McLean  had  a  badly  sprained 
ankle  and  Wyllys  Taylor  was  playing  with  a  splint 
on  his  finger  which  he  had  broken  the  day 
before.  Both  of  these  boys  saw  forty  full  minutes 
of  action  and  needless  to  say  that  without  them 
victory  would  have  been  impossible.  Using  a 
diamond  offense  against  Tech's  zone,  the  Tigers 
zoomed  into  an  early  lead  largely  as  a  result  of 
the  miraculous  set  shots  of  "Mouse"  Misenhelter 
v/ho  piled  up  seventeen  points  in  the  first  half. 
The  Techmen  were  able  to  cut  this  lead  down 
and  would  have  gone  ahead  except  for  the 
timely  shooting  of  Taylor  and  Misenhelter  and 
the  passing  of  Bill  Balas  who  seemed  to  have 
eyes  in  the  back  of  his  head,  hlowever  the 
superior  height  of  the  boys  from  Blacksburg 
began  to  tell  and  at  half-time  the  score  was 
tied  34-34.  Early  in  the  second  half  the  Tigers 
were  stunned  by  the  loss  of  Bill  Balas  via  the 
foul  route.  This  loss  was  somev/hat  compensated 
by  the  loss  of  two  Tech  starters  around  five 
minutes  later.  Amby  Vulgan  came  in  for  Balas 
and  proceeded  to  help  carve  out  the  Tiger 
victory  with  his  steady  floor  play  and  great 
shooting.  Meanwhile  the  tireless  retrieving  of 
Jimmy  hlunt  and  McLean  on  both  backboards 
was     helping     to     insure     a     hlampden-Sydney 


triumph.  With  about  seven  minutes  remaining 
the  Bengals  wrested  the  lead  from  the  Gobblers 
and  were  never  headed  again.  The  credit  for 
the  victory  should  be  equally  divided  between 
those  six  boys  who  saw  action;  and  whose  never- 
say-die  spirit  was  a  tribute  to  themselves  and 
their  school. 

The  Tigers  wrapped  up  the  Mason-Dixon  Con- 
ference title  against  their  traditional   rivals,  the 
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Yel'ow  Jackets  of  Randolph-Macon,  by  dealing 
out  to  the  Jackets  a  77-41  defeat.  This  victory 
was  even  easier  than  expected.  When  the  Ben- 
gal regulars  left  the  game  early  in  the  third 
quarter,  the  Jacket  score  was  still  in  the  low 
teens.  Bill  '"Sticks"  McLean  was  the  key  man  in 
the  Tiger  attack.  This  victory  enabled  hlamp- 
den-Sydney  to  boast  an  undefeated  record 
against  Mason-Dixon  Conference  competition. 
This  made  them  the  first  team  in  conference  his- 
tory to  compile  such  a   record.     With  only  two 


games  remaining  on  their  slate  the  Tigers,  hav- 
ing sewed  up  all  titles  in  sigh+,  were  looking  for- 
ward to  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  Tourna- 
ment in  Washington.  For  ihe  second  time  in 
three  years,  Hampden-Sydney  was  crowned  state 
basketball  champion  for  its  overall  record  against 
state  competition,  both  "Big  Six"  and  "Little 
Six."  This  stands  as  a  fitting  tribute  to  a  fighting 
team  and  an  able  coach  who  have  molded  the 
qualities  of  ability  and  spirit  into  the  greatest 
record  in  the  history  of  Death  Valley.

In  his  second  year  at  the  helm  of  the  Baby  Tigers,  Coach  Henry  McCone  produced 
one  of  the  finest  Jay  Vee  teams  In  Hampden-Sydney  annuals. 

This  squad,  made  up  of  freshmen  and  sophomores  on  the  whole,  had  as  Its  express 
purpose  the  developing  of  future  varsity  performers  through  practice  and  experience. 
In  almost  every  case,  win  or  lose,  the  bench  was  emptied  to  get  a  closer  look  at  each 
individual  under  fire.  It  was  with  this  Intent  rather  than  that  of  winning  at  all  cost 
which  not  only  produced  many  outstanding  prospects,  but  a  truly  outstanding  team. 

It  is  of  note  to  mention  that  many  of  both  last  year's  and  this  year's  squads  saw 
varsity  action  during  the  course  of  the  season. 

The  Baby  Tigers  finished  the  season  with  a  14-2  record,  losing  only  to  Richmond 
and  Randolph-Macon,  both  of  which  they  defeated  once.  Impressive  victories  were 
racked  up  against  Fork  Union  twice,  Vv^oodberry  Forest  and  Radford  High  School. 

The  team  clicked  primarily  through  its  non-individuality.  Using  a  two  platoon 
system,  the  teamwork  of  this  squad  was  its  outstanding  offensive  v/eapon.  Without 
doubt,  many  of  the  1948-49  squad-members  will  be  seen  in  action  with  the  varsity 
next  year.

Hampden-Sydney  fielded  a  fairly  strong 
baseball  team  in  its  own  class  during  the 
1948  spring  season. 

Coached  by  George 
S.  (Gummy)  Proctor, 
who  declared  from  the 
very  first  day  the  pitch- 
ers began  to  limber  up 
their  muscles  that  his  in- 
experienced squad 
would  do  well  to  break 
even,  and  led  by  Cap- 
tain Jack  Glascock,  the 
Tigers  wound  up  in  third 
place   among   the    Little 
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Six  colleges  of  the  state  by  virtue  of 
their  3-3  won-lost  record. 

"Old  Man  Weather"  had  a  hand 
in  the  Tigers'  adverse  record  for  the 
year.  Five  games,  nnost  of  them  with 
teams  of  equal  caliber  as  hl-S,  were 
cancelled  due  to  rain  during  the 
course  of  the  campaign. 

Proctor's  nine  opened  the  season 
in  winning  form  with  a  6-3  verdict 
over  MCV.  Lefty  Larry  Silbernagel 
took  over  the  pitching  chores  in  the 
5th  to  receive  credit  for  the  win. 
Several  days  later  the  Tigers  gave 
away  their  chance  for  two  in  a  row 
by  allowing  Coach  Mac  Pitt's  Rich- 
mond Spiders  to  squeeze  four  runs 
across  after  two  were  out  in  the  8th 
for  a   heartbreaking    14-12  win. 

VPI  was  next  on  the  list  for  the 
Tigers.  The  Techmen  administered 
a  9-4  licking  before  a  home  crowd 
to  bring  Hampden-Sydney's  record 
to  I  and  2.  The  count  was  evened 
up  for  the  last  time  not  long  after- 
ward when  the  Tigers  edged  by 
Bridgewater,  9-8,  as  freshman  Walt 
Burnette  was  credited  with  the 
victory.  A  second  meeting  with 
MCV  was  cancelled,  and  Richmond 
scalped  the  Tigers  again  to  the  tune 
of  1 4- 1 .  A  two  day  road  trip  brought 
a  6-3  win  over  rival  Randolph-Macon 
and  a  close  9-8  loss  to  the  Quantico 
Marines,  pitcher  John  Quarles  being 
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awarded  both  decisions.  It  was  in 
the  4th  inning  of  the  latter  game 
that  Tigers  Jack  Glascock,  Robert 
Osburn,  and  Randy  Harrison  poled 
three  consecutive  home  runs  on  four 
pitched  balls — a  record  that  is  prob- 
ably unequalled  in  collegiate  base- 
ball. 

The  Tigers  next  suffered  two  home 
defeats  before  breaking  into  the  win 
column  again.  W  &  M  subdued 
Proctor's  nine,  13-3,  and  Lynchburg 
eked  out  a  last  minute  9-7  win  as  the 
Tigers  blew  an  early  lead.  The 
Roanoke  College  Maroons  were  next 
on  the  menu,  and  Hampden-Sydney 
put  on  one  of  the  best  shows  of  the 
season  by  shutting  out  the  visitors, 
10-0,  behind  the  three  hit  twirling 
of  outfielder  Mark  Glascock. 

The  final  four  games  of  the  season 
resulted  in  setbacks  for  the  Tigers. 
Randolph-Macon,  William  &  Mary, 
Virginia,  and  Lynchburg  were  the 
teams  that  turned  the  tide  against 
the  Bengals. 

Although  several  departments  left 
much  to  be  desired,  the  hitting  of 
the  Tiqers  was  exceptionally  good. 
Third  sacker  Osburn  finished  the 
season  with  an  average  of  .397, 
followed  closely  by  Captain  Glas- 
cock (.382)  and  his  brother  Mark 
(.386).  Bill  Hunter  clouted  the  ball 
at  a  .429  pace  in  his  fourteen  ap- 
pearances at  the  plate.

Hampden-Sydney's  1948  Jay- Vee  baseball  team,  under  the  capable  guidance  of 
Mr.  Bittinger,  underwent  a  fair  season  as  far  as  the  records  go,  but  even  better  was 
the  experience  that  its  members  received.  Many  of  the  group  will  be  In  line  for  the 
Varsity  squad  next  season.  Bill  Wall  was  one  who  jumped  to  the  Varsity  in  time  to 
win  a  letter  this  year. 

The  season's  record  stood  at  two  games  won  and  four  lost.  A  home  and  home 
series  with  Randolph-Macon  resulted  In  a  split  with  hlampden-Sydney  winning  on  the 
road.  Vincent  Shelton's  five  for  five  performance  In  that  game  was  an  outstanding 
achievement.  Bill  McLean  received  credit  in  a  relief  role.  In  the  loss  at  home,  John 
Robinson,  with  four  hits,  and  Jimmy  Hunt  and  "Mut"  Bowling,  with  two  each,  stood 
out  for  the  Tigers. 

Again  at  Death  Valley,  Hampden-Sydney  came  from  behind  with  eight  runs  in  the 
eighth  to  win  out  eleven  to  nine.  With  Gat  Leonard  getting  three  hits  and  Bill 
Russell  two.  Bill  McLean  picked  up  his  second  victory  at  the  expense  of  Richmond. 
Greenbriar  Military  Academy  set  down  the  Tigers  In  a  wild  battle  seventeen  to 
fourteen  with   Russell  hitting  three  times  and   Shelton  and   Rives  twice. 

At  Richmond,  the  baby  Spiders  got  revenge  by  defeating  Hampden-Sydney  thir- 
teen to  five,  despite  a  pair  of  safeties  by  Shelton. 

In  the  finale,  once  again  at  home.  Fork  Union  Military  Academy  showed  too  much 
power  for  the  little  Tigers  as  they  won  out  fourteen  to  five.  Shelton,  banging  out 
three  hits,  finished  the  season  with  a  neat  .414  to  lead  the  hitters.  Both  victories 
went  to  Bill  McLean. 

A  high  spirit  prevailed  all  season  and  it  Is  the  hope  of  the  Kaleidoscope 
that  the  experience  these  men  garnered  will  send  them  to  the  Varsity,  where  they  may 
In  the  future  exert  the  old  college  try  for  Hampden-Sydney.

Early  In  April,  Coach  Morgan  Tiller  Issued  a  call  for  those 
interested  in  track  and  he  was  greeted  by  six  returning  letter- 
nnen  In  addition  to  a  few  other  promising  thin  dads.  Through- 
out the  first  two  weeks  the  Tigers  were  hampered  by  bad 
weather  and  the  condition  of  the  track  was  such  that  they  were 
unable  to  get  In  any  beneficial  work.  As  a  result  the  first 
meet  with  Randolph-Macon  found  the  men  in  red  woefully 
unprepared,  as  the  82-49  score  indicates.  The  Tigers  took 
only  four  firsts;  two  of  which  were  garnered  by  Lynn  Chewning 
In  the  100  and  200  while  George  Bales  took  the  high  jump  and 
P.  M.  Synder  the  shot. 

In  their  second  outing,  the  Bengals  showed  great  Improve- 
ment but  left  considerable  room  for  more  as  they  went  down 
before  the  Newport  News  Apprentice  School  72-59.  Chew- 
ning again  took  his  two  specialties  and  Bob  Lacy  accounted  for 
ten  points  by  placing  in  the  high  and  low  hurdles  and  the  high 
jump. 
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The  Tigers  broke  into  the  win  column  at 
Lynchburg  when  they  defeated  the  Lynch- 
burg College  harriers  by  a  margin  of  49 
points.  The  Red  and  Gray  looked  like  a  well 
balanced  track  squad  as  practically  every 
man  on  the  squad  broke  into  the  scoring 
column. 

With  only  three  days  rest  Coach  Tiller 
was  forced  to  send  his  men  back  into 
action  against  the  Norfolk  Division  of 
William  and  Mary.  The  Tigers  were  de- 
feated by  a  77  to  54  count  but  the  score 
might  easily  have  been  reversed  had  our 
men  had  a  little  more  rest,  hiank  Miller 
and  Bob  Lacy  were  double  winners,  Miller 
taking  the  440  and  880  and  Lacy  fashion- 
ing victories  in  both  hurdle  events. 

The  following  Saturday,  the  Tigers  went 
into  action  again,  this  time  In  the  LItlle 
Six  meet.  Much  to  the  surprise  of  every- 
one, the  Bengals  came  out  second,  just 
four  and  one-half  points  behind  the  vic- 
torious Roanoke  College  aggregation. 
The  extent  of  our  men's  improvement  over 
the  season  can  be  noted  from  the  fact 
that  they  finished  ahead  of  the  same 
Randolph-Macon  squad  which  had  all  but 
doubled  the  score  on  them  earlier  in  the 
season.  George  Bales  set  a  new  Little  Six 
record  in  the  broad  jump  when  he  got  off 
a  leap  of  twenty-two  feet,  two  and  five- 
eighths  inches.  Bales  also  took  a  first  In 
the  high  jump  as  Chewning  and  Sterling 
Neblett  took  firsts  in  the  220  and  shot 
respectively.  This  meet  was  easily  the 
Tigers  best  of  the  year. 

A  small  delegation  was  sent  up  to  the 
Mason-Dixon  meet  In  Washington.  While 
the  Tigers  did  not  fare  so  well  In  point 
totals.  Bales  continued  in  his  record  break- 
ing ways  by  erasing  the  Mason-DIxon 
mark  in  the  high  jump  when  he  soared 
over  the  bar  at  a  height  of  six  feet  and 
one-half  an  inch. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  season,  George 
Bales  was  elected  to  lead  next  year's  har- 
riers. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  1949  the 
Death  Valley  track  will  have  had  sufficient 
work  done  on  it  to  be  suitable  for  home 
meets.

Other  members 
were  Jesse  Thompson,  John  hloward, 
Charlie  Allen,  Dick  Bartlett  and  late- 
comer Randy  Harrison.

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Hampered  by  the  loss  of  five  le+termen  from  last  year, 
the  Hampden-Sydney  netters,  led  by  Captain  Jimmy 
Trinkle,  wound  up  the  1948  tennis  season  with  a  four  and 
six  won-lost  record. 

Suffering  their  first  setback  at  the  hands  of  the  strong 
Richmond  squad,  6  matches  to  3,  the  Tigers  lost  three  more 
matches  before  registering  in  the  win  column.  Washington 
and  Lee  trimmed  the  Tigers  in  two  consecutive  matches 
by  identical  margins,  6-3.  After  losing  a  7-2  decision  to 
V.  M.  I.,  'the  team  bounced  back  and  scored  its  first  victory 
with  a  5-4  win  over  Roanoke  College.  A  loss,  the  first  of 
two  sustained  at  the  hands  of  Lynchburg  College,  was 
followed  by  two  7-2  decisions  over  Randolph-Macon.  The 
second  win  over  Roanoke  College  (7-2)  was  followed  by  a 
close  6-3   loss  at  Lynchburg  to  conclude  the  season. 

Despite  the  four  and  six  record,  the  Tigers  managed  to 
cop  second  place  in  the  Mason-DIxon  Conference  and  a 
second  in  the  Little  Six,  losing  only  to  Lynchburg  in  Con- 
ference competition. 

Ralph  Carson  was  the  most  consistent  winner,  racking  up 
eight  wins  and  one  loss  in  single  matches  and  a  three  and 
three  record  in  doubles. 

The  team  is  looking  forward  to  a  successful  season  next 
spring.
